But both of those cam¬ 
paigns were much shorter 
than the current one.

While Harper "often talks 
about respect for the tax¬ 
payers," Soos said, the 
Conservative govern¬ 
ment's Fair Elections Act 
- which he described as 
"unfair" — allowed the 
prime minister to launch a 
"campaign on steroids to 
wear voters down (and) 
when voters are fatigued, 
Mr. Harper always wins.” 

Niagara Falls NDP can¬ 
didate Carolynn Ioannoni 
said she doesn't believe 
the electorate has been 


paying a lot of attention to 
the campaign so far, but 
that NDP Leader Tom 
Mulcair's visit to Niagara 
"really woke Niagara Falls 
up." 

"I firmly believe he will 
be the next prime minister 
of Canada, and it was an 
honour to see that he 
invested that sort of time 
here," she said. 

"I think he can sense the 
sweep of change that's 
being felt across Canada 
and that this riding is win- 

Mulcair was the first 
party leader to visit Niagara 
during the campaign, on 
Aug. 17, less than a week 
after Ioannoni was 
declared the NDP candi¬ 
date in the riding.

New drugs for Alzheimer's 


Aging may have its vir- 

Some say we may be a 
little wiser though I’m not 
so sure on that score. And 
of course there’s much to 
be said for the freedom to 
travel, do more of what we 
imagined we would do 
with our time once our 
career takes on a more lei¬ 
surely pace, and then there 
are those grandchildren. 

But aging may not be all 
its cracked up to be what 
with a myriad of stumbling 
blocks to our health includ¬ 
ing failing joints, and 
worse, memory loss. 

Dementia is certainly 

Whatever the cause, 
dementia in its various 
guises, robs us of our mem¬ 
ory, judgment, personality 
and worse, our dignity, and 
much of what makes us 

In the end we may not 
know who we are, where 
we are or recognize any¬ 
one, even spouses and 
friends of many decades. 

And worse, dementia 
often plays out its tragic 
course over many years. 
Adding insult to injury, 
some dementias may be 
hereditary in a small per¬ 
cent of cases and the chil¬ 
dren who are much more 
savvy about such matters 
these days, worry about 
whether they’re next in 
line. 

Up until now there has 
been no effective treatment 
for any of the degenerative 
dementias such as 
Alzheimer’s disease. The 
drugs offered may stave off 
some of the memory loss 
for a few months but come 
with some adverse side 
effects. 

No drug, until very 
recently actually changed 
the trajectory of these dis- 

That is until very recent¬ 
ly. One defining character¬ 
istic of the neurodegenera- 
tive dementias is the accu¬ 
mulation of misshapen 
clumps of proteins in the

brain, often beginning sev¬ 
eral decades before the 
earliest symptoms of the 
disease. 

In Alzheimer’s disease 
and the fronto-temporal 
dementias, the accumula¬ 
tions of clumped proteins 
such as amyloid and tau 
can be seen using scans 
such as positron emission 
tomography (PET for 
short), which employ tags 
to latch onto these clumps 
of protein, to spotlight their 
presence in the brain. 

The pictures look stun¬ 
ning until you realize those 
yellow and red colors pin¬ 
point those areas in the 
brain hardest hit, such as 
the temporal lobe for those 
with failing memory, and 
for those with failing judg¬ 
ment, planning and behav¬ 
ioral changes, the frontal 
and sometimes the tempo¬ 
ral lobe ‘light up! 

One of the big questions 
in these diseases is wheth¬ 
er those accumulations of 
abnormal protein cause of 
the disease or simply mark 
the molecular garbage left 
over from some more fun¬ 
damental cause. 

There have been several 
trials of drugs designed to 
inhibit the build up of amy¬ 
loid or hasten its break¬ 
down and disposal. All 
failed or had unacceptable 
side effects - that is until 
recently. 

Offering new hope are 

Aducanumab and 
Solanezumab, manufac¬ 
tured by Biogen and Elli 
Lilly respectively. Both 


have been shown to slow 
the progression of the dis¬ 
ease in small trials and in 
the case of Aducanumab, 
to reduce the amyloid 
deposits associated with 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

The fact that progres¬ 
sion of the disease was 
slowed suggests that the 
accumulation of amyloid 
clumps plays a key role in 
Alzheimer's disease and 
suggests that investigators 
are on the right track. 

Solanezumab appeared 
to have slowed the cogni¬ 
tive decline by roughly 30% 
in mildly affected patients 
with Alzheimer’s disease. 

The point with both 
drugs is that they appear to 
be most effective early on 
and connecting the dots 
more likely still to be effec¬ 
tive in the presymptomatic 
stage of the disease when 
fewer cells and their con¬ 
nections have been lost. 

Both drugs are in phase 
III trials now (usually the 
last stage before approval 
is sought from the FDA or 
equivalent agencies). 

If those early promising 
results hold up, these drugs 
could represent a major 
breakthrough not only for 
Alzheimer's disease but 
other diseases associated 
with the buildup of abnor¬ 
mal proteins in the brain. 

The Biogen story was 
the subject of a recent PBS 
News Hour and was high¬ 
lighted in The New York 
Times. Needless to say 
stock in these companies, 
stand to do very well if the 
phase III trials hold up. 

There's more to this 
promising story. Novartis 
and other companies are 
testing drug designed to 
inhibit amyloid production 
and there are new initia¬ 
tives to develop a vaccine 
called CAD106 designed to 
rev up the immune 
response to amyloid with¬ 
out incurring an inflam¬ 
matory response. 

Stay tuned, there’s real 
hope on the horizon, just

“It was a very cool experience to 
fulfill a goal and a dream I've had 
for a long time," he said just min¬ 
utes after touching the dock in 
Marilyn Bell Park. 

He began kayaking on the lake 
when he was seven, and had always 
thought he'd like to cross it some 
day. Planning began in earnest last 
fall, and he began training for it 

When he stepped out of his kayak 
at 5:35 p.m., he said he was having 
trouble moving his arms and legs, 
partly because of the strain they'd 
undergone but also from being 
“gridlocked in one position for 


more than nine hours.” 

But other than that, he felt great, 
and was delighted and surprised to 
have reached his goal so quickly. 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake teen 
had said before leaving Queen's 
Royal Park just after 8 a.m.

I 
set a nice pace and kept it, at a con¬ 
stant six kilometers per hour until 
we got close to Toronto." 

He had a good tail wind as he left 
NOTL, and "dead calm” in the mid¬ 
dle of the lake, he said, but as he 
had expected, the water got a little 
choppy and he was going against 
the wind as he neared Toronto. 

“I was so lucky with the wind and 
the weather. I really couldn't have 
asked for anything better.

A historic painting of Niagara 
Falls is causing a stir in 
Britain. 

The country's culture minis¬ 
ter Ed Valzey has ordered a 
temporary export ban on a 1762 
piece by artist Captain Thomas 
Davies, believed to be the first 
eyewitness painting of the falls. 
Titled An East View of the Great 
Cataract of Niagara, the paint¬ 
ing was sold for approximately 
$237,000 US at Christie's 
Auction House in April to a 
confidential buyer, which the 
BBC reports is foreign and like¬ 
ly wants to take the work 
abroad. 

On Wednesday, Valzey told 
the BBC the piece "not only 
provides us with the first real 
glimpse of Niagara Falls, but it 
also sheds light on Britain's 
achievements in 18th century 
exploration, military and topo¬ 
graphical art." 

The government hopes a U.K. 
buyer will now come forward 
to match the sale price and 
keep it within the country. 

Clark Bernat, culture and 
museums manager for Niagara 
Falls, followed the painting's 
sale with interest in April. But 
alas, the piece isn't on its way 
to the Niagara Falls History 
Museum. 

"Not quite in my budget," he 
says with a laugh. "We certainly 
talked to some local people 
who we thought might be able 
to make a go at it, (in the) hope

The Greenbelt Route is the 
result of a three-year initiative 
funded by the Friends of the 
Greenbelt Foundation and led 
by the Waterfront 
Regeneration Trust in collab¬ 
oration with the 27 communi¬ 
ties through which the route 
runs, including Niagara. 

The new route is linked to 
the Niagara River 
Recreational Trail, a 53-kilo- 
metre trail that spans the 
length of the Niagara River 
corridor. 

"Since the inception of the 
trail in 1986, we have been 


pleased to have become a 
key link and partner with 
other trail associations, such 
as the Greater Niagara Circle 
Route, the Trans Canada 
Trail network, the Waterfront 
Trail and today, by virtue of 
this year's ride, the new 
Greenbelt Route," said Janice 
Thomson, Niagara Parks' 
chairwoman.
